Counties vs. Schools 


UN 'Double Veto' 


Just now coming into the spot- 


light that always falls on ballot 
measures in the November general 
election is Proposed Constitutional 
Amendment No. 41—a school bill 
which ha.s'' aroused solid opposition 
from the county judges. 
.',.'Amendment No. 41 would seize 
all general revenue received by the 
state in the namte of the public 
schools until an amount equal to $6 
per month for each school-age child 
had been obtained, currently esti- 
mated as the first 32 million dol- 
lars handled by the state. 


The county governments, as re- 


ported in the annual convention of 
the county judges this week, oppose 
Amendment No. 41 because they be- 
lieve it would virtually wipe out 
the sales tax turnback and other 
state aid which trickles back to lo- 
cal government. 


There is justice, no doubt, in the 


counties' plea that they too need to 
maintain present revenues. 
But 


there is a greater justice in the pro- 
posal to make sure that revenues 
originally set iip in the name of the 
public schools are restricted to that 
purpose and not diverted elsewhere. 


The state sales tax was originally 


enacted to help the public schools 
and the state welfare program. But 
it was cut into by legislative action 
slicing off a piece here and a piece 
theia—so that the schools were al- 
ways threatening to ask a higher 
percentage state sales tax or addit- 
ional revenue from other sources. 


When the people enact a niw tax 


for a specific purpose it ought to be 
held to that purpose and that alone. 


If the counties have to have more 


revenue that's something 
which 


ought to be debated fully and hon- 
estly here at home. You can't run 
any government without money— 
but there is a real necessity behind 
the school proposition Amendment 
No. 41. 


Judging from what took place 


yesterday in the United Nations 
Security Council we've found a way 
to get around Russia's veto. 


This is what happened yesterday: 


Communist China wanted a hearing 
before the UN on her charges that 
our stationing 
warships around 


Formosa constituted "aggression" 
against Red China. The United 
States was outvoted, and the Reds 
will be given a hearing. 


Someone then raised the point 


that strictly speaking the United 
States' vote against the proposal 
constituted a veto. But the United 
States' explained that the veto ap- 
plies only to top issues—not to rou- 
tine matters. We held that the Chk 
na question was a routine matter, 
in which we were defeated by a 
majority vote. 


You see the inference clearly. 


The next time Russia uses her veto 
power injudiciously she is going to 
be faced with a ruling and a pre- 
cedent—if a majority vote against 
Russia is supported by a majority 
opinion that the matter at stake is 
"routine" then the Russian veto 
won't be worth the paper it's writ- 
ten on.

Television in

Washington, Sept. 30—(JP)—Specu- 


lation arose today that color tele- 
vision may go to the courts before 
it goes on the air as a regular 
commercial operation. 


Nobody has come out formally 


to say so yet but a number of top 
officials expect a court test. 


It is known that the federal com- 


munications commission will 
not 


be at all surprised if it finds itself 
called upon to defend its procedure 
in the color field. 


The tallk current among broad- 


casting, folk is that someone 
in 


the 
set-manufacturing field 
will 


shortly ask a U. S. district court 
judge to enjoin FCC from taking 
any further action on color until it 
has further considered the subject. 


The color problem has been a 


storm center in the TV industry for 
more than a year.

38th parallel stop - order 
on. .its 


forces, poised there for a decision 
by General Douglas MacArthur on 
a move northward. 


Yugoslavia and India may sid 


with the Soviet bloc on such 
a 


move. 


There was speculation the move 


may be attempted in the security 
council, too. 


The committee has before it an 


eight-nation resolution — w h i c t 
most of the 60 members favor ir 
its general outlines — calling foi 
U. N. forces and a U. N. cornmis 
sion to arrange for unification am 
rehabilitation. 


In plain language, it means tha 


U. N. forces may go to whatever 
part of Korea is necessary, and t 
stay there until conditions are sta 
bilized and unified elections 
ar 


ranged. The commission, expected 
to include many Asian members 
would carry out the supervision o 
elections and economic measures 
for relief and rehabilitation to BO 
Korea on its feet as an indopend 
ent country. 


Russia and 
her 
sympathizers 


have never accepted U. N. recog 
nition of the Republic of (South 
Korea or the seven-natioon U. N 
commission on Korea which the 
new commission would replacs.

It's a Simple Thing to Get 
Entertainment to Troops in 
Korea, It Means So much

Seoul, Korea — (IP)— Air 
Force 


Sgt. Howard Jackson of San An 
tonio, Tex., has opened the door 
wide for Hollywood to come to the 
Korean front without leaving Call 
fornia. 


The idea is so simple 
some- 


one should have had it when this 
war started: 


Recorded shows on tape to be 


played to 
frontline — or 
rear 


echelon—troops. 


In the last war the 
U. S. O. 


staged elaborate shows 
for 
the 


troops. But in this war the only 
Hollywood figure to show up on 
the front has been Al Jolson, who 
has since returned to the United 
States. But even Jolson 
couldnt 


be spread over an army fighting 
on two fronts. 


Jackson said if Hollywood stars 


would record brief skits on tape, 
these tapes could be carried up 
forward as 
far 
as 
regimental 


command posts and played to the 
troops. 


"All it would take would be a 


jeep and battery, Jackson said. 
"You could stop the jeep wher 
ever there were six or more men 
and give them a show. 


Jackson caught Jolson at Taegu 


and recorded one of his regular 
shows. 
He has played that re- 


cording on the Inchon beachhead 
and in other parts of Korea and 
Mit has been a big hit. 


Jackson sent letters to 
Holly- 


wood stars asking them to record 
shows for the troops. But 
such 


letters usually go into the waste 
basket — unless stars read them 
personally and realize the impor- 
tance of entertainment for troops 
who are starved for 
home 
and 


the few minutes of forgetfulness 
in this humorless war. 


The Han river crossing below 


Seoul early last week was a trial 
fire 
for 31 marines 
inside 
an 


amphibious t r a c t o r 
that was 


trapped in a burning building. 


This assault craft crossed 
the 


river under enemy fire 
without 


mishap. But trying to pass an- 
other vehicle on a narrow road it 
plunged into a burning building. 


For a few minutes the tractor 


was trapped. The heat began pull- 
ing the paint off the steel 
sides 


and the 31 -men were in danger 
of being roasted alive or killed in 
explosions of gasoline and ammu 
nition. 


But the driver managed to open 
e amtracs door and the men 


escaped — taking the 
gasoline, 


ammunition and their equipment 
with them. 


Sgt. Raymond Lphmeyer of Kal- 


amazoo, Mich., went out through 
the escape hatch. "I sailed ou 
of that hatch, he said. 


Sgt. Theodore Swierczek of Al 


dan, Pa., grinned: "You 
should 


have seen me hauling 
gasoline 


and ammunition out of the am 
trac. I never moved so fast in al 
my life. 


Lt. Arthur House of Portland, 


Ore., said, "I thought for a little 
while we were going to be cooked 
like sausages. 


A marine patrol was lucky that 


Tech Sgt. F. G. Ezell of Green- 
ville, Tex., was bringing 
up the 


rear when a four-man squad went 
looking for two Reds hiding in a 
rice paddy. 


Three men in the patrol 
nad 


passed by the Reds when Ezell 
sensed something was wrong. He 
turned just as one of the enemy 
raised up with 
a 
tommy 
gun 


pointed at the backs of the ma 
rines. 


"When he raised up to fire he 


was looking down the muzzle of 
my gun. 
Zell said: "He didn't 
have a chance.
